The  witno3s  is  informed  of  the  auoject  upon  which  she  is  to 
be  interrogated,  and  hereupon  takes  the  oath  in  accordance  with  > 
her  religious  convictions  that  she  will  tell  tho  whole  truth  and 
nothing  but  tho  truth,  and  answers  the  questions  put  to  her  as 
follows:

5.  Can  you  give  any  information  about  acts  of  violence  committed 
again?  t  your  soli  or  others,  wnich  you  have  witnessed? 

In  the  nifciit  of  28  February  or  1  March  19L2  the  Japanese 
landed  near  RGmbang,  35  tans,  distant  from  Blora,  whoro  we  were 
living  and  where  my  husband  was  Assistant  Resident.  (Tr.note: 
highest  local  Dutch  civil  servant). 


At  that  moment  the  oil  xlolds  at  Tjopu  (Tr.note:  main  oilfield 
in  Java)  w«.re  on  fire,  we  could  smell  this  at  Blora;  all  the 
roads  leading  to  Tjcpu  had  been  blown  up. 


On  Thursday,  5  March  19A2,  late  in  the  afternoon  ovacuees 
returned,  who  had  done  a  groat  deal  of  roaming  about,  had  spent 
two  nights  in  tho  woods,  hod  been  attackod  by  murderous  bandits, 
and  who  had  ultimately  been  brought  back  to  Blora  by  the  Japan¬ 
ese. 

They  v/or^  taken  to  the  Kabupaten  (Tr.note:  official  residence 
of  the  native  Regent).  According  to  what  various  ladie3  told  me, 
whun  the  evacuees  roaohed  tho  Regent’s  estate,  there  were  five 
colfins  standing  there.  Mrs.  Bcrnasco  and  Mrs.  de  Graaf  told  me 
this. 

Amongst  the  male  yvaca-es,  there  wero  van  Bakcrghem.  Inspector 
of  Govt.  Pawnshop,  the  teacher  Salzaann,  and  his  father-in-law 
(name  unknown);  amongst  the  ladles  wore  Mrs.  Bernasco  with  four 
cnildron  and  tlioir  nurse;  Mrs.  do  Granf  with  three  children; 
tho  von  Mengdon  children;  the  Vo, , el sung  children;  my  son 
Lucas  norst;  Mrs,  van  Bakorghcm  with  two  children;  Mrs.  Ceunlnck 
van  Capcllc  with  throe  children,  including  a  girl  of  about 
TTTT-—  . or  roar®1  of  o.o^ 
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As  early  as  that  very  evening  ,  about  an  hoiu*  after  their 
arrival,  the  whole  group,  except  for  van  Bakur;  hem  who  had 
to  remain  behind  in  tho  Kcbupaton,  came  to  our  local  bazaar. 

In  the  Kabuputtn  ouoh  o.  tho  evacut  es  v/as  first  asked  his  or 
hor  name  and  vhcro  ho  or  she  had  o'.en  born.  Van  Bak^rphr-m  was 
tne  only  ono( of  the  men) who  had  boon  torn  in  Holland.  Thu  Recent 
ol  Blora  was  telling,  t < u.  Insaocto”  of  Police  Vogelsang  v.'hot 
happen. -d  Qf torv.ards,  that  th>-  Japan,  so  had  said  that  since  van 
Bakerghcm  wa3  a  thoroughbred  Dutchman,  lie  had  to  die.  V^n 
Baiccrghom  f  jll  0:1  his  h.i  >.a  and  pic  adod  l'or  mercy,  whereupon 
his  head  was  out  oil'.  About  u  lortnight  later  Vog^lranc*  who  had 
meanwhile  returned  to  Blora,  tell  no  all  this  and  said'  that 
tht  Ro;>nt  nac.  also  boon  present  at  tho  execution. 

In  the  market  that  Jay  v.e  stii.1  anew  nothing.;  out  wo  lelt 
thut  th.re  was  something  m-nacin.,  afoot.  On  that  Thursday, 

5  Kerch  19h2  v.e  renamed  i  1  a  large  room  all  together.  The 
.Tupaflv.se  then  appeared  mod  and  wild. 

That  ni'nt  the  tet  .hs.r- in-0  aw  and  mother -in-law  of  Salimann, 
who  were  Oi.  Ae.bunesc  origin,  v.ere  token  away  fio.a  us  and  faar- 
fully  iuoltr  uted.  Their  two  daughters  too,  01  about  fifteen  and 
sixteen  had  to  go  with  them  and  were  maltreated.  *  . 

Tho  father  and  mother  returned  the  sam,.  night,  icarfully 
upset,  the  girls  only  returned  on  Friday  morning,  and  had  been 
raped  by  tho  Japanese. 


I  remained  with  my  son  Lucas,  V/c  were  locked  in  a  godown  lor 
a  quarter  01  an  hour,  °nd  were  then  allowed  to  return  to  our 
own  house. 

When  wo  come  out,  threugn  n  troll ij  I  saw  standing  in  the 
room  of  another  godown:  ay  has  bind,  Dr  Diotzel,  Mcbu3,  and 
Kruy3e.  I  was  driven  pest  with  a  bayonet, 

Lucas  and  I  v^ent  to  our  house  which  was  packed  v.ita  Japanese. 
Af  ter  about  half  an  hour  th  sum  .*  three  Japane  se  appeared  who 
had  taken  our  men  to  the  "i.:n".  I  r.sk-d  on-  of  the  Japs,  w)  » 
v/as  waving  about  Dr.  Dictzci’s  sJatno3copo,  where  ry  husband 
was.  The  answer  was:  "Dead,  I  killed  him"  and  he  mode  a  gesture 
that  was  unmistakable,  ’/."hen  I  saw  the  Jap  wiving  the  stethoscope 
I  immediately  hud  tho  feeling:  "nuv.  th.;  doctor  is  no  longer 
alive".  Tli  Jap  said  that  h..  haa  kill  a  all  four. 

That  Friday  I  v.ent  to  tho  others  in  thv.  emergency  huspital. 
There  things  were  in  a  terrible  state  01  hysteria.  In  oraer 
not  to  make  nutters  worse,  I  mad.  no  mention  about  what  had 
happened  there.  Later  this  was  told  bv  ino  Regent. 

I  have  not  yot  mentioned  th  L  un  Saturday  afternoon  7  March 
1942,  the  Japanese  soldiers  (eda  soldiers)  hod1  appeared  in 
the  emerge. icy  hoepit  il  vvh.  re  the  women  and  children  were  seated 
together .  The  ladies  were  here  raped  by  the  Japanese,  in  which 
connection  it  should  ’oe  mentioned  that  this  happened  where  tlie 
children  were  not  present.  These  ladles  vi-m  myself,  lirs. 
Bernasoo,  Mrs.  Mebus,  J!rs.  Dietzol,  .£rs.  do  Craaf,  Mrs.  van 
Bukerghera,  Mrs.  Verboek,  Mrs.  Warellu. 
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This  occurred  from  7  to  17  March  1942;  generally  the  Japs 
coac  at  night,  but  by  way  of  exception  also  during  the  day.  It 
was  a  mass,  continuous  moroiless  rapo.  The  first  afternoon  that 
this  happened,  as  mentioned,  three  enlisted  men  came,  and  every¬ 
thing  too;:  plaoc  und^r  throat.  After  this  happened,  we  managed 
to  tell  the  Chinese  doctor  Liem,  Ho  went  to  the  Commandant , 
whereupon  that  afternoon,  Mrs.’  Dictsel ,  mysulf  and  o  c  or  two 
others  had  to  nppoar  before  the  Commandant*  Tho  Commandant  said 
that  wo  would  be  given  an  opportunity  to  point  out  the  Japs  who 
had  jaisconducted  themselves,  and  that  thoy  would  be  shot  dead 
before  our  very  eyes. 

However,  nothing  happened  and  after  an  hour  we  were  sent  baok 
to  the  emergency  hospital. 

That  evening,  at  8  o’clock,  we  were  transferred  to  a  classroom 
in  a  school  near  oy.  According  to  whet  wg  were  told,  this  was 
done  for  our  own  saiety,  uinoc  the  Japs  would  not  come  there. 

Between  ten  and  twelve  o’ clonk  that  night,  when  we  were*  all 
asleep,  a  whole  ma3s  of  Japanese  soldiers  entered  with  the 
abovemen tioned  commandant  at  the  head.  The  commandant  sat  on 


a  table  in  our  classroom  and  thon  watched  how  caoh  of  the  womt 
was  dragged  away,  one  by  one,  to  be  raped.  He  himself  did  not 
Join  in  this. 


On  23  Larch  1942,  the  Regent  sent  the  assistant  wedono 
(Tr.noto:  Indonesian  distriot  official)  to  us  to  tell  us  what 
had  happened  to  our  menfolk. 


26  March  1942  I  wont  with  Mrs.  Dictzal  to  the  grave  of  the 

four  iion  in  the  cemetery  at  Blorn.  Whoro  Mr.  van  Bakorghem  was 
buried  I  do  not  know. 


I  cannot  explain  why  the  men  w^ro  murdered.  Only  my  husband 
had  anything  to  do  with  the  destruction  of  Tjepu.  The  four 
others  lind  had  nothing  to  do  with  it.  and  the  destruction  squad 
had  left.  Perhaps  they  wanted  to  cool  their  rage  in  tho  blooa 
of  Nutherl  ndors.
